2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-20 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 5,695,777 ('777) in view of US 5,833,665 ('665). 

US '777 teaches wound dressing having perforated skin contacting layer and hydrogel absorbent layer wherein the perforated layer and 

the hydrogel comprise active agent including growth factor. US '777 does not teach the two passages are connected, i.e. perforations are 

connected. Connection of the perforation does not impart patentability to the claims. 

US '777 does not teach silver containing compounds as active agents. 

US '665 teaches silver containing compounds as preferred antimicrobial agents. 

Therefore, it wouldhave been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in the time of the invention to provide wound dressing 
having perforated layer comprising active agent as disclosed by US 777, and add silver compound in the perforated layer as disclosed 
by US '665, because US '665 disclosed that silver compounds are preferred antimicrobial agents, with reasonable expectation of having 
wound dressing comprising passages and silver containing compounds that effectively treat wounds. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
